There is a way—and in the long 
run the cheapest—which will sett!« 
these lands, within a few years, witb 
satisfied homemakers and will estab- 
lish a demand for these lands at a 
constantly enhancing price. In this 
connection, let us look into some of 
the conditions which must be met 
and some of the problems which must 
be solved. 

That section of the United States 
adjoining the Gulf of Mexico, usually 
spoken of as the Coastal Plains, as ¢ 
rule, is underlain with an excellent 
subsoil, porous and deep. This land, 
for ages, has carried forests which 
gave back but little plant food to the 
surface soil. This leaves large areas 
with fine subsoil and a relatively poor 
surface soil. 

Experience has demonstrated that 
scientific and systematic cultivation 
-aud care of these lands, on their rich 
and abundant subsoils, build up an 
exceedingly strong surface soil, while 
at the same time yielding crops of 
greater abundance than more favored 
lands, where artificial aid is thought, 
by the less experienced, to be kn- 
necessary, if not actually inimica) to 
the soil. Time, with systematic 
records, has shown that man can 
carry on the land in a few years the 


| chemical elements which nature re- 


quires ages to do by means of frost, 
rain and streams. If man would 
hasten this operation, he must, pre 
pare and carry these chemical ele- 
ments there as needed. This means 
‘merely a matter of cost. Can he 
afford the expense? It will be our 
effort to show ‘that he can.
